Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1. State employees retirement, certain game
wardens’ retirement annuily. Former members of the state
employees retirement association who retired prior to January
1, 1951 and who at the time of retirement were 70 years of
age or older and who had at least 20 years of service as a game
warden and whose retirement annuity does not exceed $110
per month, shall receive in addition to the amount of the
monthly annuity to which he is entitled from the state em-
ployees retirement fund, an amount to be paid monthly dur-
ing his lifetime equal to the difference hetween the amount of
his retirement annuity and $125, the retirement fund to be
reimbursed for this additional cost by transfer from the game
and fish funds. J

Beginning at a pomt on Constitutional Route No 8 at or
near East Grand Forks; thence extending in a general wester-
ly direction to a point on the boundary between the states of
North Dakota and Minnesota.
